Still Holding Back 


WHILE IT IS OBVIOUS THAT 

nothing said by any outsider 
is going to influence the course of 
American policy in Vietnam, it also 
becomes ‘more apparent that un- 
easiness about that policy is spread- 
ing in countries friendly to the 
United States. The specific cause 
of the disquiet is the persistent 
credibility gap/— the difference be- 
tween what the Johnson administra- 
tion says and what it actually does 
—aid this has been emphasized in 
recent weeks as more facts have 
become known about the lunar’ truce 
last month. 

During the truce period, Ameri- 
can military intelligence reports 
from Saigon purportedly disclosed 
hundreds of violations of the truce 


_by North Vietnam. Upon analysis, 


however, it turns out that these 
mostly involved the movement of 
boats, trucks and trains in North 
Vietnam and included traffic both 
north and south in that country. 
Meanwhile, as_the North Viet- 

namese were going about their quite 
lawful business, the American army 
during ‘the truce period was shifting 
tholisands of men and tons of sup- 
plies and munitions for the jump-off 
of one of the largest campaigns they 
have waged yet in South Vietnam. 
Yet President Johnson. and Secre- 
tary of State Rusk have said that 


it was the movement by the North 
Vietnamese in North Vietna'm 
which, in the president’s words, “‘Jeft 
no alternative” but to resume. the 
bombing of the north. 

The determination with which 
the bombing was resumed, supple- 
mented by naval and army bom- 
bardment and the mining of North 
Vietnam waterways, leads to a 
belief that the administration is 
determined on nothing less than 
total victory, and that in part this 
can be achieved by stepping up the 
punishment of the North. At the 
same time spokesmen for the United 
States maintain that “no serious 
proposal for ending—the fighting” 
has been received in Washington. 

This is a very cagey statement 
in view of the suggestion from 
Hanoi, transmitted through the 
Soviet Union, for negotiations fol- _ 
lowing the cessation of. American 
bombing of North Vietnam. Nego- 
tions would not necessarily mean an 
instant halt in-the fighting and on 
thiat basis, perhaps, the United 
States is entitled to say that “no 
‘serious proposal” has been received. 
‘But it is an ambiguous approach for 
President Johnson, who went on 
record not long ago as being willing 
to follow any path which could 
conceivably lead to an honorable 
peace,

Mental Health

that the strain of city life is a 
major factor in mental break- 
down. “Yet" says the report, 
“in a study of selective 
examinations for the U.S. 
armed services it was found 
that, the rejection rate for 
psychoses was 4.5 per 1,000 
for men from the country and 
only 3.1 per cent per 1,000 for 
men from the city. 

Rejections for psychoneuro- 
js—were—44...per 1,000 for 
countrymen and 37 per 1,000 
for townsmen; and rejections 
for all mental disorders to- 
gether were higher for farm- 
ers and farm managers than 
for any other occupational 
class.”
